RESIDENTS who have long cam¬ 
paigned against kerb-crawling and 
prostitution in High Town have said 
they are Ted up’ and want the authori¬ 
ties to take a ‘zero-tolerance’ approach 
towards the problem. 

Retired bricklayer Matt Ryan, 64, and 
businessman Shahzad Khadam, who 
runs Day One store in Old Bedford Road, 
say Bedfordshire Police and Luton 
Borough Council’s five-year strategy, 
which started in 2013, is not producing 
the desired results. 

In a letter handed over to council offic¬ 
ers at a recent meeting, residents have 
called on the authorities to be tougher 
in eradicating the problem. 

Mr Ryan, who has lived in the area his 
entire life, says he has seen new sex 
workers move into the area as recently 
as this Wednesday. 

He said: “I do not think Luton has a 
zero-tolerance policy; they are not 
interested in taking the girls off the 
road. The problem with the girls or the 


pimps is that they notice there are men 
coming around our area, so the girls will 
be out there and it’s a big revolving door. 

“If there’s demand then they will be 
out there. I have lived in High Town all 
my life but the problem used to be in 
Brook Street. 

“They got the prostitution out of that 
area and they did that by getting it into 
High Town. It has always been a prob¬ 
lem for Luton, but never for High Town, 
until 23 years ago. 

“There is nothing being done at the 
moment. What sort of strategy is that? 

“There is no policing of the problem.” 

Mr Khadam added: “They have no fear 
at all about the law and how it affects 
the residents. We have heard them 
shouting obscenities at residents and 
fighting in the night. 

“Some of the residents are not pre¬ 
pared to talk in case of any comebacks. 

“Because of past experiences we are 
not very confident about the strategy.” 

A council spokeswoman said: “Work is 
ongoing in the area. A public meeting 
on November 23 at High Town Methodist 
Church at 6.15pm will provide a struc¬ 


tured forum to present plans for this 
area to residents, to engage their views. 

“The letter submitted is useful as it 
sets out the views of the local residents 
and will be used as part of the review 
process/meeting between the police 
and council. 

“We are also committed to undertak¬ 
ing a mid-point review of the strategy.”

Less pressure on A&E will 
help reduce £20m deficit

REDUCING the burden on the 
hospital and ‘increasing quality’ 
will help reduce a £20 million 
deficit in Luton’s health budget, a 
GP has said. 

The Luton Clinical 
Commissioning Group (CCG) is 
facing a £20 million funding 
shortfall which it said was the 
result of under-funding, high 
demand on services at the L&D 
Hospital and overspending in 
areas such as mental health. 


At a Luton Borough Council 
meeting earlier this month Dr 
Chirag Bakhai, clinical director at 
the CCG, said it was aiming to 
reach a surplus by 2018/19. This 
week the council said the CCG 
received 4.9 per cent less than its 
‘fair share allocation’ of £250 mil¬ 
lion and this meant the commis¬ 
sioning group faced a ‘significant 
challenge’. 

Dr Bakhai said: “We’ve been his¬ 
torically underfunded and for 
Luton’s needs we do not get 
enough money by fair share. 

“That has been addressed to an 


extent but it’s only to a degree. 

“We’ve got what we’ve got and 
we’ve got to make the best use of 
it. We are doing a lot to try and 
address our overspend. 

“Part of that overspend is that 
too much is going to the hospital, 
too much is going to A&E and so 
we’re working hard to try and 
reduce that burden on the hospi¬ 
tal. 

“We’re working hard to make 
things more efficient and get peo¬ 
ple out of the hospital and into the 
community where the quality of 
treatment can be higher aas well 


as saving resources for where it’s 
needed most. Certain things like 
the new mental health contract 
will bring increases in quality as 
well as savings and a reduction of 
our deficit.” 

A council spokesman said the 
town’s clinical strategy included 
the closer integration of the health 
and social care system. 

He added: “All services are being 
closely scrutinised but there are 
no plans to decommission any 
services at this present time. To 
date we are on track with our 
financial recovery plan.”

LoS also made efforts to 
contact Connoisseur Bros 
through their planning 
agent but no response was 
sent at the time of going to 
press.

THE police watchdog the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission (IPCC) has apolo¬ 
gised for the delay in its investigation of the 
death of Leon Briggs. 

The apology came in a letter from IPCC 
Commissioner Mary Cunneen addressed to 
Bedfordshire police and crime commissioner 
Oily Martins. 

Mr Briggs died in police custody on 
November 4, 2013 after being detained at 
Luton Police Station and the investigation has 
dragged on for nearly two years. 

The letter comes as it can also be revealed 
that the delay is costing Bedfordshire taxpay¬ 
ers £24,000 a month to pay for the officers and 
police staff suspended in the case. 

The letter says: ‘Although it is necessary in 
the public interest to ensure that our investi¬ 
gation and the report on it is thorough, I would 
like nonetheless to apologise to those affect¬ 
ed, in particular the family of Mr Briggs, but 
also Bedfordshire Police and the officers 


under investigation, Luton Council and the 
wider community, that our investigation has 
taken longer than I would have hoped. 

‘I would also like to provide assurances that 
we are committed to completing the investi¬ 
gation as quickly and thoroughly as possible.’ 

The letter also stated that the IPCC was fol¬ 
lowing up a few final enquiries and clarifying 
some information received. 

Mr Martins said: “I’m grateful for this recog¬ 
nition from the IPCC that the investigation is 
taking a very long time, which is not helpful to 
anyone affected. 

“This is money that should be used for polic¬ 
ing, whatever the findings of the IPCC, and 
while there must be accountability if there is 
any culpability, we need to know if this is the 
case or not. I think that patience is running 
out while people wait for the outcome of this 
investigation.” 

As Ms Cunneen herself remarks, the investi¬ 
gation has taken longer than she would have 
liked, or envisaged at the outset.

Pair guilty of baby’s death 


TWO women have been found guilty of caus¬ 
ing the death of a seven-month-old baby. 

Baby Imran was tragically found dead at his 
house in Luton on lanuary 17, 2013. 

On Wednesday his mother and grandmother 
were found guilty of causing death by neglect. 

Mother lessica Price, 24, and grandmother 
Angela Price, both of Morris Close, had plead¬ 
ed not guilty but were convicted of all charges 
in total at Luton Crown Court on Wednesday 

During the trial, the jury heard how both 
mother and grandmother had continually 
neglected Imran by failing to provide him 
with adequate food or drink, as well as caus¬ 
ing him unnecessary suffering by failing to 
provide him with medical aid. 

Detective inspector Alan Page, from the 
Bedfordshire, Cambridgeshire, and 
Hertfordshire major crime unit said: “This 
was an absolutely heart-breaking case which 
saw the tragic death of an innocent young 
baby caused by two people who were meant 
to care for him the most. 

“Baby Imran lost 17 per cent of his body 
weight in just nine days, showing how dehy¬ 
drated and malnourished he had become as a 
result of his mother and grandmother’s 
neglect. 

“He also had what doctors described as one 



of the worse cases of nappy rash they had ever 
seen. 

“I am sure that Imran would still be alive 
today if he had been cared for correctly and 
I’m pleased that justice has been done in find¬ 
ing those responsible for his death guilty” 
Sentencing for both women is to be held on 
November 25.

GP who helped save runner’s life says 
everyone should know how to give CPR 


AN off-duty doctor, who helped give CPR to a run¬ 
ner who collapsed during a half-marathon, has said 
the incident showed that all members of the public 
should know how to give first aid. 

Dr Sunil Sharma, who works at the Toddington 
Medical Centre, had finished running the Tonbridge 
half-marathon in Kent and was cooling down when 
he came across a 44-year-old who had collapsed at 
the 12-mile mark. 

The doctor joined other runners and marshals in 
administering CPR before paramedics arrived. 

Dr Sharma said: “The man was very unwell and 
the way the cardiac resuscitation was being carried 


out was text book. 

“Sometimes in these situations people do it badly, 
but it was done in such a calm, smooth way. 

“We did basic CPR until the paramedics arrived, 
and within another 10-15 minutes an air ambulance 
also arrived. It was a case of me being in the right 
place at the right time, but this was not about me, it 
was a fantastic team effort. 

“The other people were not medically trained like 
me, but this highlights that all members of the pub¬ 
lic should be able to do CPR. Since the incident the 
chap who collapsed has sent me a thank you letter 
and a bottle of champagne.”

Visit your local theatre 


AS the creative producer for 
Luton Culture, Ellen spends her 
days dreaming of ways to 
improve the town’s cultural 
offerings. She is passionate 
about the arts and wants to 
ensure residents become more 
involved in theatre and make it 
their own. 



I LOVE theatre. 

In fact, I’m verging on 
obsessed. 

I work in one, I watch it, I 
read it, I listen to it on the 
bus. 

There is something about 
gathering together for a 
group experience, sharing 
the journey with your fellow 
audience members and the 
real life human beings up on 
stage performing for you. 

That performance will only 
ever be experienced by the 
people in that room, on that 
day, no other performance 
will be the same, it was just 
for you. 

It certainly has one over on 
TV for sense of occasion. 

But theatre can play a 
much bigger role in commu¬ 
nities than mere entertain¬ 
ment. 

Theatre in its purest form 
is communication and I want 
to highlight some examples 
of why communication 
through theatre is so impor¬ 
tant for local communities. 

Firstly, theatre is an excel¬ 
lent way for children to 
engage and learn. 

We’ve just had The Owl 
Who Was Afraid Of The 
Dark, a show based on the 
book by Jill Tomlinson. 

Three hundred parents and 
children joined us, many of 
whom were on their first 
theatre trip. 

The show brought litera¬ 
ture to life for 3-7 year-olds, 
encouraging them to read 
more and engage in verbal 
communication. 

Earlier this month we had 
Pocket Merchant, a con¬ 
densed version of Merchant 
of Venice by William 
Shakespeare. 


Schools and college 
groups joined us to see 
Shakespeare come to life in 
a piece which deals with the 
highly important - and 
absolutely relevant - issues 
of racism and prejudice. 

Secondly, you don’t have 
to just watch; you can be 
involved in making theatre. 

We are running Luton 
Library Theatre’s first ever 
script lab, a competition to 
support new writers. 

So many people have voic¬ 
es that in normal life cannot 
be heard, but playwriting 
can be a great alternative in 
getting your point across. 

I am so excited and hum¬ 
bled by how many scripts 
we have already had sent in 
and we are still a few weeks 
away from our deadline. 

Thirdly, local theatre in 
small venues like ours deliv¬ 
er a great alternative to the 
West End. 

Many feel that theatre trips 
are for the wealthy and are 
‘snobby’. 

We say NO - they are for 
everyone! 

Local theatre is for its 
community. 

It should show work that is 
interesting, fun, educational 
and relevant. 

We want great comedians, 
dancers, actors and play¬ 
wrights visiting us and we 
want Luton to produce more 
great creatives for the thea¬ 
tre industry. 

So next time you are look¬ 
ing at the TV guide and can’t 
find anything good, look at 
what is on at your local the¬ 
atre, they are often cheaper 
than your local cinema. 

So go. Be inspired, and 
support your local venue.

No love for fast food 
chain next to school

THE opening of a new 
McDonald’s restaurant 
opposite a primary school 
has raised concern among 
residents and councillors. 

Yasmin Waheed and Tom 
Shaw, who represent the 
Challney ward, have said 
they are not in favour of the 
fast-food outlet opening 
opposite Downside Primary 
School in Chaul End Lane. 

The store, which was grant¬ 
ed planning permission last 
year, is almost complete and 
it will join a number of other 
stores in the retail park. 


Cllr Shaw said he was ‘sur¬ 
prised’ it was given planning 
consent and added he felt 
McDonald’s was targeting 
the families who use the area. 

Cllr Waheed said: “None of 
the councillors are happy but 
we cannot do anything about 
it. It’s definitely the wrong 
place because you have a 
community centre and lei¬ 
sure activities nearby. 

“We do not want a takeaway 
near leisure centres but it’s 
not in our hands.” 

Becky Matthews, an admin 
worker and resident who lives 
in the area, said she felt there 
could have been a ‘better use 


of the space’. 

She said: “When I saw the 
new McDonald’s signs go up 
opposite Downside School I 
was pretty shocked. 

“I drive past the school eve¬ 
ryday as the parents are pick¬ 
ing up their children and the 
traffic at that time is already 
quite bad. I think it is a bad 
idea to put it opposite a school 
that is probably trying to pro¬ 
mote healthy eating.” 

A McDonald’s spokesman 
said the fast food chain asked 
residents for their views on 
the application and ‘consid¬ 
ered’ any objections it 
received.

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Bookie takes punt 
on empty building

PLANS to open another bookies in a town 
centre have come under fire. 

Three objections have been lodged opposing 
a planning application for a William Hill in 
George Street, Luton - an area which is already 
served by two other bookmakers. 

Opposition has come from three planning 
firms acting on behalf of nearby stores. Luton 
Borough Council officers have also expressed 
reservations about the proposals for the site, 
which has been vacant for over two years. 

Andrew Windress, from planning consul¬ 
tancy ID Planning, said he was acting for a 
‘nearby occupier’ but declined to give any¬ 
more detail. 

He said: “There are at least two other exist¬ 
ing betting shops within close proximity to 
the application site plus a significant number 
of other non-shopping uses such as banks, 
amusement arcades, estate agents and take¬ 
aways. As such it is considered that a further 
non-retail use would result in an overconcen¬ 
tration of one particular use, a betting shop, 
while also maintaining the overconcentration 
of non-shopping uses.” 

A William Hill spokesman said: “These deci¬ 
sions are the result of extensive market 
research and we strongly believe that there is 
room for a William Hill shop. 

“The average shop refurb is £250,000 and so 
as a result, these decisions are not taken 
lightly. Should the application be successful, 
we would expect up to five new jobs to be cre¬ 
ated.” 


Right up your street 

Town’s links to 
PM who taxed 
cider for war 

THIS week Howard Chandler writes about 
streets named after families in the town. 


WHEN Prime Minister John Stuart, Third Earl 
of Bute, bought the Luton Hoo estate in 1763, 
it also gave him ownership of most of the 
town’s land. 

The Second Marquess of Bute, John 
Crichton-Stuart (1793-1848), inherited the 
estate and sold off this land and the house in 
the 1840s. A number of Luton streets take 
their names from the Bute family connection. 

The most obvious is Bute Street, laid out in 
1842, once a centre of the hat trade and 
changed forever by the building of the 
Arndale Centre in the early 1970s. 

Mayes Lane, a narrow route from Chapel 
Street to Dunstable Road and established in 
the 18th century, became Stuart Street 
around 1850 with new buildings including a 
court house and police station. 

In the 1960s it was split into the two parts, 
with Chapel Viaduct taking the dual-carriage- 
way to the Castle Street roundabout and 
Stuart Street going down to Chapel Street.

“THIS is the thing, as a kid, 
you don’t realise when bad 
things are happening. 

“I was happy, even though 
I was living in a bad place 
and on so many occasions 
they were killing people in 
the streets where I used to 
live, I never noticed it.” 

Johana Parker didn’t have 
the best start in life. She 
grew up in El Cartucho, an 
area of Colombia which 
used to be a centre for drug 
trafficking. 

Her parents lived there 
because they had been 
forced out of their grand¬ 
parents’ house in Cali when 
Johana’s mum fell pregnant. 
She was only 16 at the time 
and it was not long before 
both of them fell into a cycle 
of drug addiction. 

The conditions and pros¬ 
pects for Johana were bleak 
but despite her circum¬ 
stances, Johana says she 
has ‘good memories’. 

She says: “I was happy. I 
always felt safe with my 
mum, and although she was 
on drugs, she is a lovely 
woman who always cared 
for us and always was look¬ 
ing after us. 

“And I know that she went 
down that path, not because 
she’s a bad person, but 
because that was her way of

Life changed for Johana at 
the age of eight when she

I enjoyed it and I start¬ 
ed staying with them and 
they became my foster fam¬

help. They’d say I was ‘going 
to be somebody’, although 
for me, everybody is some¬ 
body.” 

Johana was the eldest in 
her foster family and she 
became a ‘big sister’ to her 
two young foster sisters. 

In joining the other family 
she left behind her brother 
who went to live elsewhere. 
She also has a sister who 
was born ten years after her. 

Her sister is currently at 
high school while her broth¬ 
er is studying social work at 
university. 

Did she have any ambi¬ 
tions when growing up? 

Johana says: “One of the 
things I wanted to do was to 
change the history of my 
family because obviously 
we were coming from this 
drug addiction, with my 
mum being pregnant really 
early on and being in this 
place with lots of poverty. 

“So all I knew was that 
whatever I wanted to do, it 
was going to be different 
and would change history 
because I didn’t want that 
for my brother, my sister, or 
my future kids.” 

After finishing high school 
in 2007 Johana volunteered 
at a school in Argentina for 
six months. 

On her return to Colombia 
she did a business and 
administration course for 
three years and then went 
on to work for Experian. 

It was at this time her hus¬ 
band Shaun, who was from 
a UK church, was looking to 


start a church in Colombia. 

They married in 2011 and 
then moved to Luton in 2012 
when he found a job. 

What did she expect from 
the UK? 

“We had many missionar¬ 
ies coming from the UK to 
my house to stay with us so I 
kind of knew because of 
that. 

“I knew the culture was 
different in some ways; that 
it was more relaxed in a way 
and more serious but also 
very intelligent, so it was a 
really interesting culture.” 

Before coming to Luton 
Johana and Shaun went to 
Brighton for a month. 

Since that time Johana 
says she has made many 
friends and now feels Luton 


is her ‘home’. 

She works as a HR admin¬ 
istrator for Urban Saints, a 
Christian charity based in 
Crescent Road, Luton. 

How does she feel about 
her journey so far? 

Johana says: “In a sense I 
feel like I am so lucky to live 
the life that I live because if 
you think about it, my des¬ 
tiny could have been the 
same as my mum; that 
would have been the normal 
thing. 

“But thanks to people who 
were willing to help, who 
were willing to be there for 
me, that change happened 
and so that’s what I want to 
do with my life as well. 

“I want to help and I want 
to do something.”

Ballet triumphs 
in telling tragedy 


PASSIONATE and dramatic - 
words that not only describe 
the story of Romeo and Juliet, 
but also the performance of 
the English National Ballet, 
which brings it to life on stage.

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Windmill's not for turning 


LIFE in a windmill isn’t all plain 
sailing; for starters, it’s tough to 
find furniture that fits the 
curved walls. You also need to be 
fit to tackle the dozens of stairs 
to go up to bed each night - but 
the pay-off is a truly unique 
home and bigger and better 
views as you climb to the top. 

And it’s a unique opportunity 
- very few windmills that have 
been converted into homes come 
up for sale. 

And the sails won’t keep you 
awake on this one, as they were 
removed a year after the mill 
was converted to steam power in 
1886. It did its job milling grain 
until 1926 but fell into disrepair 
and ended up as a place for cattle 
to sleep in until it was converted 
into a three-bedroom family 
home in 1975. 

Current owners Nick and 
Catherine Edwards have decided 
to move on after doing a massive 
restoration job during the 10 
years they’ve lived here, and the 
200-year-old, 73ft windmill in 
Pilling, Lancashire, is now for 
sale with a price tag of £495,000. 

The pair paid £310,000 for the 



mill in 2004 and fitted it with a 
traditional Lancashire boat top 
cap in 2008, restoring it as the 
tallest on the Fylde coast. A year 
later they put a traditional 
balcony around the outside. 

Set over five floors, the 
windmill is 30ft wide at the base, 
tapering to 18ft at the top, and 
it’s deceptively spacious; a

WHILE heartthrob Aidan 
Turner smouldered recently as 
leading man Ross Poldark, the 
BBC’s popular period drama was 
an even bigger hit in the 1970s.

OSCAR-winner Jennifer 
Lawrence was applauded for her 
honesty last week when she 
revealed that she had earned 
considerably less than her fellow 
actors in the hit movie American 
Hustle. 

Co-star Bradley Cooper and 
other A-listers including Emma 
Watson have backed her call for 
pay equality - something 
actresses were fighting for a 
century ago. 

Some were members of the 
Actresses’ Franchise League, a 
suffragette society founded in 
1908 to stage propaganda plays. 
These early foot soldiers of the 
feminist movement joined other 
plucky women in the quest for 
equal rights - highlighted in the 
recent film Suffragette. 

Famous female thespians of 
the day, Ellen Terry, Sybil 
Thorndike and Lily Langtry, all 
met at this house on Bedford 
Street between Covent Garden 
and The Strand. It would have 
been familiar to many of the 


actresses, who’d used the room 
as a rehearsal studio when it 
was the home of Ben Greet’s 
Acting Academy. 

It’s now been converted into 
four apartments and a 
penthouse, two of which have 
been named Emmeline 
(Pankhurst) and Millicent 
(Fawcett) after famous women’s 
libbers.

IN HIS most iconic role as 
chianti-loving cannibal Hannibal 
Lecter, Anthony Hopkins helped 
fledgling FBI agent Clarice 
Starling solve a gory murder. 

The 77-year-old helpfully aided 
the police again earlier this year 
in his latest film Solace as a 
psychic working on a murder 
case. However, critics panned it, 
labelling the title a 
straight-to-DVD potboiler. 

No doubt it was just a blip in 
Sir Anthony’s stellar big screen 
career, which has seen him rise 
from playing Richard I in The 
Lion In Winter - after being 
spotted by Laurence Olivier who 
invited him to join the Royal 
National Theatre - to become 
one of our greatest living actors. 

However, the only son of a

Since its launch in 2012, the 
Peugeot 208 has dramati¬ 
cally improved its French brand’s 
proposition in the supermini 
sector - but time moves on. 

Since its original introduc¬ 
tion, just about every key rival 
has been either refreshed or 
re-launched. Hence the need for 
this smarter, cleverer and more 
efficient facelifted version. It’s a 
small car with very big ideas. 

At this model’s original launch, 
it got some of the things the 
PSA Group was developing for 
its modern era volume cars - an 
infotainment touchscreen and 
1.0 and 1.2-litre PureTech petrol 
engines - but not all. 

In comparison to the best rivals 
in this segment, the connectivity 
needed an upgrade and the diesel 
engines were a little behind those 
of the best rivals. Peugeot has 
now sorted both these things. 
You can download the latest apps 
on the 7-inch central dash display 
that most models get - and now 
use a ‘MirrorScreen’ system that 
duplicates the functionality of 
your smartphone. 

Under the bonnet, diesel 
variants now get the brand’s 
BlueHDi technology with three 
1.6-litre units. Plus there’s a 
desirable 1.2-litre turbocharged 
PureTech I I Obhp petrol option 
borrowed from the larger 


308 model. 

One issue still tends to domi¬ 
nate your thinking the first time 
you get into this 208 and drive 
off. Namely the smallest steering 
wheel you’ll find this side of a su¬ 
percar. A potential problem, you 
might think, given that in most 
vehicles, you view the instrument 
cluster through the wheel. Here 
though, you don’t have to for the 
instrument pack has been moved 
to sit up above the wheel as it 
would do in, say, an MPV 

On the road, this car feels light 
on its feet thanks to a pro¬ 
gramme of weight-saving that 
has especially benefitted entry- 
level variants equipped with the 
marque’s clever three cylinder 
PureTech petrol engine. 

Peugeot has tried to make this 
208’s styling a bit more assertive 
and distinctive. The restyled front 
bumper creates a sharper and 
more precise line, with a wider 
grille and deeper chrome finisher 
that is now fully integrated.

Gymnasts whet appetite 



IT’s safe to say it has been a 
mixed time for British sport 
lately. 

In the Rugby World Cup (in 
case you haven’t been living 
on this planet for the last six 
weeks) England became the 
first host nation to fail to 
qualify from their pool, fol¬ 
lowing on hopeless perfor¬ 
mances in the men’s football 
and cricket equivalents.

I’ll be honest, I wasn’t inter¬ 
ested in gymnastics growing 
up, partly because there were 
no successful gymnasts in 
this country to look up to at 
the time. 

That isn’t the case these 
days and Great Britain is sure¬ 
ly going through its greatest- 
ever spell if our boys’ and 
girls’ performances in 
Glasgow this week are any¬ 
thing to go by. 

Both genders came away 
from the all-round team event 
with medals for the first time 
ever, with the women coming 



away with bronze and the 
men going one better by tak¬ 
ing silver. All of them capable 
of feats I’ve only ever been 
able to dream of. 

In other Olympic sports 


signs are good that the aston¬ 
ishing amount of success 
seen in London 2012 may not 
be a one-off and 50-plus med¬ 
als for Team GB in Rio de 
laneiro next year might not be 


out of the question. 

The best bit about it is there 
is local interest in 
Bedfordshire and not just 
regarding whether Etienne 
Stott can retain his C2 title in

the canoe slalom with new 
partner Mark Proctor. 

In rowing, cox Phelan Hill 
won bronze as part of the 
men’s eight three years ago 
and there’s every chance he 
and his teammates can do 
even better as they are the 
current world champions.

Upper School pupil Giles 
Scott has the chance to sail 
out of Sir Ben Ainslie’s shad¬ 
ow as he takes part in the 
Finn Class, where he is a gen¬ 
uine gold medal contender. 

England’s rugby players may 
have left many of us feeling let 
down, but the signs are that 
there is plenty to still be proud 
of in British sport. 

The Olympics may still be 
over nine months away, but a 
good number of our athletes 
will make us feel they can’t 
come soon enough.

IT’s been a tough opening 
quarter to Luton’s London 
One league campaign, 
with the Newlands faithful 
having to endure seven 
straight league defeats.

It has been a week since the

Tyler, adding: “Macca has been 
quality since he’s been here. You 


can see what a good player he is. 

“A lot of people at the start had 
their doubts, but he’s won two or 
three Conference titles, he led us 
last year and got into the League 
Two team of the year, so you can 
see what a good player he is. 

“From a personal point of view 
I’m gutted. He’s 32 now so he 
obviously has to put his family 
first. It’s great that he’s got a club 
near his home and can spend 
time with his family, so we wish 
him well.”

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FA apology for 
Hall’s red card

THE Football Association has apol¬ 
ogised to Luton Town for the red 
card shown to Ryan Hall last week 
in the defeat to Plymouth Argyle 
after it was confirmed the mid¬ 
fielder had not initially been 
booked. 

The 27-year-old was shown a sec¬ 
ond yellow card with eight minutes 
left to go against the Pilgrims by 
referee Ross Joyce for kicking the 
ball away, which manager John Still 
described at the time as a ‘stupid 
sending-off. 

Hall admits he regretted his 
action, but insists that he was only 
expecting a yellow card and that, 
despite feeling frustrated, he 
wouldn’t have done it had he known 
he had already been booked. 

The confusion was caused a cou¬ 
ple of minutes earlier when Joyce 
appeared to caution a Plymouth 
player rather than Hall, with all 
inside Kenilworth Road shocked to 
see him later sent off. 

Unfortunately for the winger, he 
will still miss today’s match against 
Dagenham and Redbridge as Luton 


have no right to appeal a sending- 
off for two bookable offences. 

Still said: “All I can say is that Ryan 
Hall wasn’t booked. We’ve had an 
apology from the FA but we can’t 
appeal against the two bookings. 

“The referee says he did book him, 
but the (replay of the) incident 
clearly shows that he wasn’t booked 
so we’ve been in dialogue with the 
FA and the referees’ secretary all 
week. 

“They’ve apologised, we’ve done 
nothing wrong but it stands. 

“Their player was booked and this 
is what I can’t understand - it shows 
clearly him being booked, but 
they’ve not registered the booking 
so I’m at a loss with this, to be hon¬ 
est.” 

Next up for the Hatters is a trip to a 
club that is close to Still’s heart as 
they face Dagenham and Redbridge, 
who Still led to promotion to the 
Football League in 2007 before tak¬ 
ing them to League One three years 
later. 

This campaign has been a struggle 
for his successor Wayne Burnett, 
however, with the Daggers lying at 
the foot of the table having only won 
once in League Two so far. 

Despite their problems, Still is 
fully focused on business ahead, 


saying: “Of course it’s difficult, but I 
understand that I manage this club 
and the only thing that I want to do 
on Sunday is win. 

“Whether they were top, bottom or 
half-way up I want to win because 
that’s my job, but like lots of people 
your job can be different to your 
passion. 

“I’ve grown up watching 
Dagenham, playing for Dagenham 
and then managing Dagenham. I 
live ten minutes from their ground 
and my dad was a supporter. 

“Of course it’s important to me 
what happens to Dagenham, but my 
job is my job and I have to put that 
first. 

“As I said when we played them 
last season, it’s not a game I look 
forward to - I actually want to go 
now, play the game then go home. I 
don’t even want to socialise after.” 

In addition to Hall’s suspension, 
Luton will also be without Pelly 
Ruddock Mpanzu in the match as 
he has a swollen ankle after collid¬ 
ing with an advertising hoarding. 

Craig Mackail-Smith should 
return against his old club after 
recovering from a nerve problem in 
his leg, while Jack Mariott, Sean 
Long and Dan Potts were all able to 
train this week.
